6/8/19 - 1/22/20 DEFERRED, BUT THIS AGREEMENT RESOLVES ALL CLAIMS OF PENALTIES 
AND INTEREST ON INDEMNITY BENEFITS OWED TO DATE. 5. DEFENDANT HAS 30 
DAYS TO ISSUE PAYMENT PURSUANT TO THIS AGREEMENT TO AVOID 


PENALTIES/INTEREST.
